demoralized by the artillery flr« of 
the French and withdrew.

basement of the factory was: 
found to be filled with German dead, 
while the French Josses were slight. 
"Lurious at having lost a position 
which would serve as a base for a 
counter attack at Alblan, virtually alt

French, the Germans made a desperate 
effort to regain it. 
Amid destroyed 
walls and great holes in the ground 
made by the shells, the Germans be- 
gan their attack at midnight.

standard, Mr. Forepaugh was to eive 
them two weeks' notice that

One winter, Mr. Forepaugh received 
a letter from a young man who lived 
in a small country town up near Phil- 
adelphia. who said he was a clown, 
and while he had not been with any 
of the large shows; he had been suc- 
cessful with the smaller ones and was 
willing to work with a big show for 
the (first 'season for fifteen dollars 
per week. This was very cheap, and 
the young man was engaged for tho 
season, but the first day his work 
was so bad that Mr. Forepaugh gav>, 
him a two weeks' notice, which ended 
Ills engagement with the show.

the legislature yesterday at Madison 
in protest ufiainst the advances of 
carp fishermen who seek to have the 
lake declared open as regards the tak- 
ing of carp with nets. 
Fred Burpee, Charles Lange and 
Herbert J. Cunningham, representing 
the Carcajou Shooting club, an organi- 
zation composed of a large number of 
Janesvile men with a camp on the 
lake, F. E. Green, representing the 
Rock County Rod and Gun club, and 
Edward Binfjham and Harry McKin- 
ney, the si.okesmen of property own- 
ers on the lake, and E. W. Lawyer of 
this city composed 
the 
delegation. 
Bingham and McKinney had petitions 
signed by ninety per cent of the lake 
shore property owners. 
Carp fishermen from Jefferson ap- 
peared before the committee to argue 
in favor of the present 
law being 
abandoned and permitting them to 
use their seines in the lake. 
The local men advanced their ar- 
guments and were supported in their 
contentions by State Game Warden 
Sholts. Sholts opposed seining in the 
lake and said that he never favored 
it from the first. The fact that the 
water is aways shallow and the body 
has a thick muddy bottom throughout, 
the game warden held that the carp 
fishers should never be permitted to 
take hauls from this water. 
For the past three years Lake Kosh- 
konong has been closed territory for 
the state carp fishers. During this 
time Janesville sportsmen and others 
of the vicinity have experienced the 
best fishing in the ten or more years i 
previous. During the 
open hunting • 
season of the 
fall the 
presence o f : 


large number of water-fowl 
made 
Koshkonong a mecca for hundreds of 
nimrods. The wild rice had not been 
trampled down by the carp seiners for 
three years and In the tall rushes and 
the rice, ocks of wild fowl took haven. 
When the fishermen destroyed tno 
wild rice and oilier vegetation about 
the shores the gams birds for a long 
time abandoned their visits here on 
their northerly and southernly flights 
The propagation of game fish has 
been readily 
noticeable lately. 
To 
preserve these two features is the en- 
deavor of hundreds of sportsmen in 
this locality.

System to 


Make Valuable Thirty-Five 
Hun- 


dred Acres in 
Northern 


Wisconsin.

Port Washington, Wis., June 5 — 
Thirty-five hundred acre of rich farm 
Jnad in Sheboygan and Ozaukee coun- 
ties, which are now- practically use- 
less marshes, may be reclaimed as a 
result of a soil analysis made bv the 
agricultural college of the state" uni- 
versity. The analysis shows that if 
properly drained 
the 
land is well 
adapted 
to general 
farming and 
dairying. 


The so-called Belgium marsh con- 
sists of about 1,500 acres in the town 
of Belgium, this county, and is drain- 
ed naturally into Sucker brook. The 
Belgium-Holland 
marsh, which con- 
sists of about 1,000 acres and. ex- 
tends from north of Belgium station 
to Holland, Sheboygan 
county, has 
natural draining into Onion river 
Farmers who owned land bordering 
these swamps conceived the idea sev- 
eral years ago of having scientifical- 
ly drained and thus add to the pro- 
ductive acrea of that section. 
The 
move was opposed by others, and the 
matter was fought, out in the courts 
Those who favored the project final- 
ly won. 


Since the legal status ot the mat- 
ter was determined the drainage com- 
mission appointed by the court has 
made a survey, assessed benefits and 
damages, and asked for bids to con- 
struct drainage canals. The soil sur- 
vey was the final move necessary be- 
fore starting the work.
